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IKTRODUCTIOK 


Medical  CertirtCBtlon 


The  purpose  of  this  report  Is  to  compile,  In  accessi- 
ble form,  data  regarding  vital  events  and  morbidity.  The 
report  Is  primarily  a  reference  volume,  therefore,  analysis 
'and  Interpretation  have  been  kept  to  a  minimum.  Informa- 
tion published  herein  Is  limited  to  that  felt  to  be  of  gen- 
eral interest.  In  most  cases,  more  detailed  Information  is 
available  upon  request. 

The  sources  of  data  shown  In  the  tabulations  of  this 
report  are  records  collected  by  the  MontEina  Board  of  Health. 
These  Include  certificates  of  birth,  death,  and  fetal  death 
(stillbirth)  and  records  of  marriage,  divorce,  and  morbidity. 


LTMITATIONS  OF  THESE  DATA 

Completeness  of  Registration  and  Reporting 

Few  restrictions  need  be  Imposed  upon  the  interpreta- 
tion of  tabulations  of  birth  and  death  data  in  this  repcrt 
because  of  incompleteness.  Completeness  of  birth  registra- 
tion in  Montana  was  tested  in  1950  as  a  part  of  a  nation- 
wide study  made  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census.  This  showed 
Montana's  registration  of  births  to  be  99.5')t  complete.  Reg- 
istration of  deaths  Is  felt  to  be  more  complete.  A  death 
certificate  must  be  filed  in  Montana  before  a  permit  for 
burial  or  removal  can  be  Issued. 

No  measure  of  the  completeness  of  reporting  of  fetal 
deaths  (stillbirths)  is  available.  A  more  Important  lljnlta- 
tion  to  consider  in  Interpreting  data  on  this  subject  is: 
The  variation  among  the  several  states  as  to  the  definition 
of  what  constitutes  a  fetal  death. 

Original  records  of  marriage  and  divorce  are  not  filed 
In  this  office.  It  does  file  original  birth  and  death  certi- 
ficates. Transcripts,  containing  selected  Items  of  Informa- 
tion on  the  original  marriage  and  divorce  records,  are  made 
by  local  Clerks  of  Court  to  be  filed  in  this  office.  No 
formal  tests  of  completeness  have  been  made  on  this  report- 
ing. Experience  suggests  that  marriages  and  divorces  are 
reported  as  completely  as  births  and  deaths. 


Very  few  records  are  filed  for  events  that  occurred  in 
the  year  covered  by  this  report  that  are  not  Included  in 
these  tabulations.  All  records  for  I962  which  were  received 
during  that  year  or  by  April  10,  19h-i,  are  included  In  this 
report.  Records  received  after  this  deadline  are  net  includ- 
ed in  these  tabulations.  Such  records  constitute  a  small 
fraction  of  one  percent  of  all  types  of  records. 


Geoeraphic  Allocation 

Births  and  deaths  may  be  tabulated  by  place  of  occur- 
rence or  by  place  of  residence  of  the  person  Involved.  For 
deaths,  the  place  of  residence  is  the  usual  resldeiice  of  tte 
decedent.  For  births,  the  usual  residence  of  the  child  is 
the  same  as  that  of  the  mother. 

Interstate  exchange  of  transcripts  of  certificates 
for  persons  whose  residence  was  in  a  state  other  than  the 
one  in  which  the  event  occurred  permits  tabulation  by  place 
of  residence.  Titles  of  tables  In  this  report  Indicate 
whether  the  data  are  by  residence  or  occurrence. 

Deaths  in  hospitals,  sanatoria,  and  other  institutions 
are  aliocatea  to  tiie  place  of  previous  residence,  regardless 
of  the  length  of  stay  In  the  institution. 


Causes  of  death  reported  on  death  certlTlcateB  «ire 
classified  according  to  the  Seventh  RevlBlon  of  ttie  Kiteroa- 
tlonal  Statistical  Classification  of  Di8eaBes7Tn3urtee,  and 
Causes  of  Death.  This  system,  established  by  InternationaT 
agreement,  attempts  to  allocate  death  to  what  the  attending 
physician  considers  to  be  the  underlying  cause,  it  also 
serves  to  obtain  Information  on  the  causal  ani  chronological 
sequence  of  events  leading  to  death.  It  consists  of  two 
parts  with  space  for  Indicating  the  Intenval  between  onset 
and  death  for  each  condition.  Part  I  is  used  for  reporting 
the  causes  leading  directly  to  death.  Part  II  is  used  for 
reporting  any  other  Important  diseases  or  conditions  that 
Influenced  the  course  of  the  illness  unfavorably,  thus  con- 
tributing to  the  fatal  outcome,  but  which  were  not  related 
to  the  disease  or  condition  reported  on  line  (a)  as  the  im- 
mediate cause  of  death.  To  Illustrate,  a  medical  certifica- 
tion might  read  as  follows: 

Part  I.   Death  was  caused  by: 

Immediate  cause  (a)  esophageal  varcles  (ruptured)  2  hours 

Due  to  (b)  cirrhosis  of  the  liver  2  years 

Due  to  (c)  alcoholism  years 


Part  II. 


Diabetes  mellltus 


This  death  would  be  assigned  to  International  List 
rubric  322.1  (chronic  alcoholism). 

Deaths  are  classified  under  this  philosophy  whenever 
possible. 

Exceptions  must  be  made  when  the  underlying  cause  is 
not  apparent  from  the  certification  and  when  clarification 
cannot  be  secured.  In  these  Instances,  a  system  of  rules  is 
applied  to  select  the  probable  underlying  cause. 

Age  and  Race 

Classification  of  vital  events  by  age  and  race  Intro- 
duces difficulties  h-^cause  of  incorrect  entries. 

A  ccmmon  error  In  the  reporting  of  age  is  evident  in 
the  frequent  reporting  of  ages  ending  In  0  and  5.  Theory 
suggests  this  to  be  due  to  a  tendency  for  persons  to  round 
their  ages.  In  addition.  It  is  felt  that  persons  under  21 
and  those  In  the  older  age  groups  have  a  tendency  to  over 
state  their  age.  An  attempt  has  been  made  In  this  report 
to  offset  some  of  these  difficulties  by  grouping  ages.  In 
this  way,  the  overstatement  of  ages  ending  in  0  and  5  Is 
grouped  In  with  the  understatement  of  ages  ending  In  other 
digits. 

The  tabulation  of  vital  events  by  race  has  limitations 
where  persons  of  mixed  blood  are  involved.  In  general,  the 
statement  of  race  on  the  certificate  reflects  the  opinion 
of  the  Informant.  It  does  not  necessarily  follow  any  pre- 
scribed rules  for  the  reporting  of  race.  Information  on 
race  presented  in  this  reportls  shown  simply  as  "white"  and 
"other"..  This  makes  it  possible  to  classify  all  but  a  few 
deaths,  and  there  Is  little  confusion  with  concepts  of  na- 
tionality, coiuitry  of  orgln  of  parents  or  other  character- 
istics. In  the  racial  classification  used  In  this  report, 
white  Includes  "Mexican." 

Population  Estimates 

The  population  estimates  shown  in  Table  2k  haveas  their 
base  the  Federal  Census  taken  as  of  April  1,  i960. 

The  United  States  Bureau  of  the  Census  has  estimated 
the  total  population  of  Montana  as  709, 00' J  as  of  July  1, 
ISbS.  The  19^)?  population  estimates  for  Montana  Counties 
were  prepared  by  allocating  this  State  total  to  the  56 
counties.  A  component  method  of  population  estljiation  was 
used  utilizing  school  census  data  as  a  measure  of  net  migic^ 
tlon. 


NOTKS  ON  1962 

BIKTHS  -  There  were  I6,8l8  blrtho  to  mothero  who  were  resl- 
dentB  of  Montana.  This  tB  the  first  time  that  the  annual 
number  of  rcslrtent  blrthB  hnn  dropped  below  17,000  since 
1953.  The  crude  birth  rate  Is  2U.7.  This  Is  the  lowest 
crude  birth  rate  since  World  War  II.  In  19116  the  crude  birth 
rate  was  ?U.6.  The  rate  of  2'i.7  Is  still  considerably  hlcher 
than  were  the  rates  prior  to  World  War  II. 

There  were  8,71't  male  and  S.IOU  female  births  or  lOO 
male  for  every  100  female  births.  This  Is  the  same  as  the 
1961  ratio.  The  ratio  for  the  Immediately  previous  ten-year 
period  (1952-61)  was  I05. 

The  nonwhite  races  contributed  more  births  durlnr  1962 
than  would  be  expected, based  on  their  perrentax^e  composition 
of  the  population.  Almost  6.7  percent  of  the  live  births 
were  rndi.T.n>  while  only  3.1  percent  of  the  population  was 
classified  in  this  racial  Rroup  in  the  I960  Federal  Census. 
The  "Other"  races  (other  than  white  and  Indian)  contributed 
1,0  percent  of  the  births  and  mad'^  up  0,U  percent  of  the  pop- 
ulation. 

The  r'»rcentare of  children  born  out-of-wedlock  continued 
to  Increase.  There  were  712  out-of-wedlock  births  during 
1962.  This  is  U.2  percent  of  the  total  births.  It  is  112 
hlr.her  than  the  196I  experience  (6OO).  The  number  and  per- 
centar.e  of  Illegitimate  births  has  continued  to  rrow  steadily 
since  1953-  In  that  year  there  were  291  or  1.8  percent. 

First-born  children  accounted  for  2't.3  and  second-born 
for  22.9  percent  of  all  births  in  1962.  Both  of  these  are 
small  increases  over  the  I96I  experience.  Third  and  fourth 
birth  order  children  comprised  slightly  smaller  proportions 
of  the  total  births  in  1962  than  in  1961. 

Almost  all  (99.^)  of  Montana  births  in  I962  were  at- 
tended by  a  physician  In  a  hospital.  Of  those  births  not  in 
a  honpltal,  0.2%  were  attended  by  a  physician  and  O.'i'jt  by  a 
midwife.  Since  195'',  over  991^  of  Montana  births  have  occur- 
red in  hospitals. 

If  the  birth  weight  criterion  of  2,500  frroms  (51b.  8oz.) 
or  less  is  used,  there  were  1,217  premature  Infants.  This  is 
7.n  percent  of  the  total  births.  This  is  the  sam*^  percentaf^e 
as  in  1961. 

DEATHS  -  There  were  6,Ul8  deaths  of  Montana  resldonte  in 
1962.  This  produces  a  crude  death  rate  of  9.1  per  thousand 
estimated  population.  This  is  the  lowest  crude  death  rate  fijr 
Montana  since  1923  when  the  rate  was  9.0. 

There  were  32  deaths  from  tuberculosis  In  1S)62  compared 
with  Sh  In  1961.  This  Is  the  first  time  that  the  number  of 
deaths  from  tuberculosis  has  increased  since  1957-  In  gen- 
eral, the  trend  in  the  tuberculosis  death  rate  has  been  down- 
ward. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  poliomyelitis. 

The  number  of  cancer  deaths  declined  from  965  to  911;  a 
decrease  of  5.6  percent.  This  Is  a  notable  accomplishment 
since  the  median  age  of  the  Montana  population  has  been  in- 
creasing. Hopefully,  this  Is  an  Indication  that  efforts  In 
cancer  detection  and  control  are  reducing  the  number  rf deaths 
from  thlB  cause. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  leukaemia  Increased  from  52 
to  f-iU;  an  Increase  of  23  percent. 

Deaths  IVcm  vascular  lesion",  affectlnc,  the  central  nervous 

system  (int.  list  no.  330-33'i)  Increased  from  630  to  fi8l  ;  an 

increase  of  8  percent.  This  may  reflect,  in  part,  the  In- 
creasing age  in  the  population. 

The  cat«K0ry  "other  diseases  of  the  respiratory  system" 
(int.  list  no.  510-527)  increased  from  lO't  to  139;  nn  increase 
of  3't  percent.  The  slnr.le  rubric  "other  diseases  of  limg  and 
pleural  cavity"  (int.  list  no.  527)  .lumped  from  (i2  to  92. 
This  is  an  increase  of  US  percent.  Marked  Increases  in  those 
categories  had  been  noted  In  other  areas  of  the  country. 

Other  increases  in  hortality  are  as  follows:  nephritis 
and  nephrosis  Increased  from  Itl  to  63,  on  incrcRSC  cf  5''  per- 
cent; affections  of  the  kidney  increased  from  l8  to  32;  an 
increase  of  78  percent;  deaths  ftom  accidental  falls  Increased 
from  56  to  87,  an  increese  of  55  percent. 


nenthn  frcm  conr,cnltal  nrilformritlons  (int.  list  no.  750- 
759)  dropped  from  99  to  76-  'nUs  Is  a  decrease  of  23  percent. 

The  four  leading  causes  of  death  remain  the  sajne  as  in 
past  yearn.  Tliey  are  heart  disease  (3'>.3*).  cancer  (lli.2%l, 
vascular  '"slons  offectln-  the  contrnl  nervous  rvntem  (10.6^), 
and  nccidentn  (8.M).  These  four  lendlnc  causes  of  death 
comprise  approximately  tw-thlrds  of  all  deaths.  The  inter- 
nntlonal  lint  rubrics  which  -wp  included  In  these  causes  are 
shown  in  Table  1 1. 


INFAt^  IHTATIT.  -  For  mnny  ■/'-■'rn  the  trend  of  th»  1nfr\nt  death 
ratcTn"  Montana  war.  markedly  downv^ard.  I>)rlng  the  early 
1950'E  the  amounts  of  annual  decrease  reduced  and  the  annual 
rates  stabilized  at  about  25  per  1,000.  As  a  matter  of  fact, 
since  1959  there  have  been  slight  annual  increases  In  the 
state  rate. 

The  Interruption  of  the  downward  trend  of  Infant  death 
rate  has  been  noted  for  the  entile  Nation.  In  1962  the  United 
States  slipped  from  10th  to  11th  place  In  infant  mortality 
rates  among  15  countries.  Ireland,  which  was  in  13th  place 
In  1961,  replaced  the  United  States  in  10th  place. 

The  Infant  death  rate  for  Montana  for  I962  was  25.9. 
The  state  with  the  lowest  rate  was  Utah  with  20.3.  Even  this 
rate  was  approximately  a  liiliTl  higher  •tten  for  the  Netherlands 
and  Sweden.  Both  of  these  countries  has  provisional  rates 
of  15.3. 

FETAT.  DTTATTIS  (Stillbirths)  -  The  trend  of  the  fetal  death 
ratio  In  Montana  also  rhows  evidence  of  leveling  off  after 
many  years  of  decline.  The  lowest  fetal  death  ratio  for 
fontana  was  reached  in  I96O  (in.o).  The  ratio  for  lp6l  vas 
11.2  and  for  1962  rose  to  12.5. 

riATFRMA^  r^^A.T^P  -  rhi-cn  Montana  moUierB  died  from  complications 
of'pT-r-rnon'-y ,  "childbirth,  ond  the  pucrperlum.  One  of  the 
mothers  was  a  resident  of  Montana,  but  died  in  Canada.  The 
resident  maternal  mortality  rate  Is  '1.2  maternal  deaths  per 
10,000  live  births.  This  is  the  highest  rate  since  1952  when 
the  rate  was  '1.9.  The  number  of  deaths  In  1962  is  equal  the 
deaths  for  the  previous  two-year  period. 

MARniAGES  -  The  marriage  rate  in  Montana  has  been  declining 
since  1956  and  the  rate  of  decline  was  intensified  in  I962. 
There  were  only  5,051  marriages  for  a  rate  of  7. I  per  1,000 
population.  It  is  not  known  whether  the  sharply  reduced  mar- 
rla/',e  rate  in  Montana  In  the  past  two  years  is  the  result  of 
a  real  drop  in  marital  unions  In  the  state  or  legislation 
•.•hich  has  strengthened  the  requirements  for  marrln-e.  In  any 
ev'pt,  the  rate  is  the  lowst  since  central  state  registration 
of  marriages  was  inaugerntcd  in  19'' 3- 

nrVORCE  -  There  were  1,932  marital  dissolutions  in  Montana 
in  1962.  Tlie  rate,  2.7  divorces  ner  3  ,000  estimated  midyear 
population,  is  the  lov-nt  .-.ince  central  re:lntratlon  of  di- 
vorces and  rnnulm^ntr  w^r  inau-erated  In  19.''3.  There  were 
1,R"2  divorces  and  110  annulments.
